The recruits w ere intended to fill Hic 
rails iii a battalion which had suffer­ 
ed heavy losses. The writer says: 
The first battalion is ordered to 
furnish a reinforcing detrim ent of 99 
men. 
To escort them to the Saar- 
louis station 300 men have been order­ 
ed out, som e of them with arms to 
march alongside the men going off 
and others to aet as pickets on the 
way to the station. 
The men are all 
ready in the afternoon and had to walt 
som e tim e for another squad of com ­ 
rades from the 1st company of con­ 
valescents,
